There  were  no  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Two  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

All  family  contacts  of  the  patient  are  urged  to  attend 
the  Chest  Clinic  for  examination  and  X-ray,  and  it  is  found 
that  most  contacts  are  glad  to  co-operate  in  this  effort  to 
obtain  early  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  visited 
the  County  in  the  Autumn,  and  spent  three  days  at  Uarberth. 
Some  of  the  persons  examined  at  Uarberth  came  from  Carmarthen- 
shire, and  a large  proportion  came  in  from  the  surrounding 
rural  area.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Narberth 
Rural  District  Council  for  a connection  to  its  mains  near 
Glanrhyd,  so  that  the  Urban  Council’s  water  supply  could  he 
supplemented  when  necessary. 

Since  the  installation  of  the  new  system  of  chlorination, 
samples  tahen  for  bacteriological  examination  have  been 
satisfactory. 

SEW5RAC-E 

A decision  was  reached  during  the  year  to  provide  a new 
scheme  for  sewerage  disposal  in  the  town;  but  this  scheme, 
which  has  been  approved  by  the  Council  in  outline,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Narberth  Rural  District  Council,  had  not 
yet  reached  the  stage  where  it  could  be  sent  to  the  Ministry 
for  approval. 

There  were  frequent  complaints  cf  the  two  outfalls  at 
Jesse  Road,  and  plas  Farm,  and  the  matter  has  become  urgent. 


HOUSING 


No  houses  were  ready  for  occupation  during  the  year,  but 
there  vrere  fourteen  council  houses  under  construction.

Refuse  Disposal 

The  torn's  refuse  and  a proportion  of  that  from  the 
Rural  District  was  deposited  on  the  Council's  Tip  on 
Torn  Moor.  The  small  stream  was  piped  in  end  many  square 
yards  of  ground  were  made  up  and  levelled  south  of  the 
paddling  pool,  but  despite  efforts  and  many  personal  visits, 
the  tip  took  fire  on  several  occasions,  most  probably  due  to 
persons  setting  fire  to  paper  etc.  It  was  with  the  object 
of'  lessening  the  likelihood  of  fire  that  plans  were  prepared 
of  a brick  incinerator,  but  to  date  this  still  awaits 
approval.
